NEMC  proposes  new 
YMCA  in  car  garage 


Tan  Shing  Choi,  the 
bereaved  widow  of  a  33-year- 
old  Chinatown  businessman 
who  was  killed  early  last 
month  in  his  restaurant,  was 
given  a  donation  by  represen¬ 
tatives  from  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  to  help  her  family 
during  their  time  of  grief. 

Mrs.  Choi’s  husband,  Kam 
Wai  Choi,  who  owned  Hing 
Kar  Restaurant  in  Mattapan 
on  Blue  Hill  Avenue,  died  at 
Boston  City  Hospital  August 
3  about  a  half  hour  after  an 
assailant  walked  into  his 
restaurant,  pulled  out  a  gun 
and  shot  Choi  in  the  chest  for 
no  apparent  reason. 

Choi,  who  immigrated  to 
the  U.S.  in  1982,  borrowed 
money  from  fmancers  before 
opening  his  restaurant.  After 
he  died,  he  left  behind  a 
legacy  of  debt  and  financial 
woes  for  the  Choi  family. 

Tan  Sing  Choi  returned 
with  her  father  and  her 
18-month-old  child  to  Los 
Angeles  to  recoup  after  the 
killing  and  bury  her  husband. 


The  controversy  over  the  1982 
killing  of  Vincent  Chin,  a 
Michigan  Chinese- American, 
has  been  revived  after  a  federal 
appeals  court  panel  reversed  the 
civil  rights  conviction  of  Chin’s 
assailant,  Robert  Ebens. 

The  nationally-publicized 
Chin  case  revolved  around  the 
trials  of  Robert  Ebens,  47,  and 
his  stepson,  Michael  Nitz,  27, 
both  of  East  Detroit.  The  two 
auto  workers,  who  admitted  to 
confronting  Vincent  Chin  of 
Oak  Park,  Mich.,  outside  a 
nightclub  on  July  19, 1982,  with 
a  baseball  bat,  were  charged 
with  the  beating  death  of  the 
27-year-old  draftsman. 

In  the  Wayne  Circuit  Court, 
die  Ebens  and  Nitz  were  found 
guilty  of  manslaughter,  sentenc¬ 
ed  to  three  years  probation,  and 
slapped  with  fines. 

The  Detroit  Asian-American 
community  responded  in¬ 


Kar,  earn  enough  money  to 
pay  off  their  debts,  and  then 
sell  off  the  restaurant. 

The  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association,  Gee

to  help  the  Choi’s  pay  for  the 
funeral  and  burial  costs. 

On  September  18  the  three 
organizations  handed  Mrs. 
Choi  and  her  father  during  a 


dignantly  to  what  they  saw  were 
light  convictions  and  pressed  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Justice  to 
retry  the  case. 

In  a  new  trial  in  the  6th  U.S. 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  Ebens 
was  found  guilty  and  sentenced 
to  23  years  in  prison.  Nitz  was 
acquitted  by  the  court. 

But  on  September  12,  an  ap¬ 
peals  court  panel  overturned  the 
conviction  of  Ebens  because  it 
said  Ebens  did  not  receive  a  fair 
trial. 

According  to  the  three- 
member  panel,  U.S.  District 
Judge  Anna  Diggs  Taylor  erred 
by  not  allowing  the  defense  to 
present  as  evidence  recorded  in¬ 
terviews  of  witnesses  for  the 
prosecution.  The  defense 
wanted  to  demonstrate  that  pro¬ 
secutor  Lisa  Chan  improperly 
coached  her  witnesses. 

The  panel  also  said  Taylor 
was  wrong  to  permit  the 


small  ceremony  a  check  for

“We  want  you  to  know  we 
will  not  forget  and  continue 
to  push  for  the  arrest  of  the 
murderers,’’  said  Davis

“We  know  that  no  amount 
of  money  can  ever  replace 
your  lost.  We  just  want  you 
to  know  that  we  care  for  you 
and  your  family,”  Woo  add- 


testimony  of  a  Detroit  black 
man,  Willie  Davis,  who  con¬ 
tended  he  was  the  victim  of 
racial  insults  from  Ebens  in 
1974. 

While  Ebens  waits  for  a  new 
trial,  representatives  from  the 
Asian-American  community  na¬ 
tionwide  are  slowly  mustering 
up  a  campaign  which  calls  for  a 
heavy  sentence  against  Ebens, 
who  has  never  spent  a  day  in  jail 
since  the  beating  four  years  ago. 

Elaine  Soong,  who  works  for 
the  Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop,  plans  to  start  up  a 
letter  writing  campaign  to 
members  of  Congress  and  U.S. 
Attorney  General  Edward  Messe 
requesting  the  Department  of 
Justice  retry  Ronald  Ebens. 

Andrew  Leong,  an  attorney 
for  the  Greater  Boston  Legal 
Services  said,  “We  need  to 
pressure  the  Department  of 
Justice  to  move  on  the  case.  It’s 
easy  for  them  to  just  sit  on  the 
case.” 

In  a  letter  to  the  Sampan, 
Leong  wrote,  “If  we  let  Ebens 
get  away  on  this  one  we  are 
basically  sending  a  message  to 
all  the  Ebens  in  the  U.S.  that  the 
community  doesn’t  care  and  that 
it’s  easy  for  anyone  to  get  away 
with  such  a  horrible  violation  of 
someone  else’s  civil  rights.” 

The  case  could  be  retried  in  a 
federal  court  in  Detroit,  go  to 
die  Michigan  Supreme  Court,  or 
go  to  the  entire  13-member  6th 
Circuit  Court  in  Cincinnati. 

During  the  night  of  the 
beating.  Chin  was  celebrating 
his  forthcoming  wedding  in  a 
nightclub  with  other  friends. 

Ebens  and  Nitz,  who  were 
also  in  the  nightclub,  began  up¬ 
braiding  Chin  with  racial  slurs. 
Ebens  reportedly  said,  “It’s 
because  of  you  mother  f — ers

As  part  of  an  ongoing  attempt 
to  win  support  from  Chinatown 
for  its  parking  garage,  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  has  of¬ 
fered  to  relocate  the  South  Cove 
YMCA  in  an  new,  upgraded 
facility. 

During  a  presentation  to  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  last 
month,  officials  from  NEMC 
announced  they  are  willing  to 
construct  a  new  YMCA  in  its 
proposed  multi-story  parking 
garage. 

The  NEMC,  which  wants  to 
build  a  730  to  830  car  garage  for 
its  employees,  has  been  working 
for  months  to  put  together  a 
package  attractive  enough  to  win 
the  endorsement  of  the 
Chinatown  community. 

It  struck  a  deal  with  the  South 
Cove  YMCA,  which  is  located 
on  city-owned  property,  by  of¬ 
fering  to  move  the  recreation 
center  from  its  aging,  worn 
facility  on  Tyler  Street  into  its 
parking  garage  proposed  for 
Washington  Street. 

“The  community  deserves 
another  indoor  recreational 
center,”  said  Richard  Chin,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  YMCA, 
at  the  Neighborhood  Council 
meeting. 

Although  the  council  members 
said  the  proposal  sounded  ap¬ 
pealing,  they  responded  skep¬ 
tically  to  the  project. 

Some  council  members,  who 
are  opposed  to  the  construction 
of  huge  parking  garage  in  the 
neighborhood,  admitted  the  pro¬ 
posal  created  an  awkward  situa- 


that  we’re  out  of  work.” 

After  Chin  left  the  club,  Ebens 
and  Nitz  went  out  on  a 
methodical  search  for  Chin  in 
the  area  around  the  nightclub. 
They  searched  the  area  for  near¬ 
ly  half  an  hour,  according  to  the 
American  Citizens  for  Justice,  a 
coalition  which  formed  in 


tion. 

In  the  view  of  NEMC,  by 
building  a  new  parking  garage, 
the  medical  center  will  be  help¬ 
ing  the  community  by  upgrading 
a  social  service  agency  in 
Chinatown. 

Some  council  members  ex¬ 
pressed  concerned  that  the 
package  could  spark  division  in 
the  community.  “This  sounds 
like  a  deal  between  NEMC  and 
the  YMCA,  not  one  for  the 
whole  community,”  said  coun¬ 
cil  member  Yuk  Sung,  who  sup¬ 
ports  a  new  YMCA,  but  does 
not  think  it  should  be  used  as  a 
bargaining  tool  for  the  garage. 

The  NEMC  plans  to  construct 
a  new  car  garage  in  an  effort  to 
consolidate  its  parking  spread 
over  six  locations  around 
Chinatown.  The  medical  center 
says  it  is  increasingly  dealing  in 
outpatient  and  ambulatory  ser¬ 
vices.  Because  of  this  growing 
number  of  transitory  patients, 
the  NEMC  says  it  needs  to  pro¬ 
vide  increased  parking  facilities 

The  medical  center  also  says 
that  it  owns  only  65  percent  of 
the  car  spaces  It  uses  now.  The 
other  portion  of  spaces  is  leased, 
and  there  is  no  guarantee  they 
will  be  able  keep  those  spaces 
after  their  leases  expire,  NEMC 
says. 

The  NEMC  has  narrowed 
down  its  field  of  construction 
sites  to  three  locations,  devoting 
most  of  its  attention  to  the  tract 
on  the  comer  of  Oak  and 
Washington  streets. 

Two  other  possibilities  are 
Parcels  R3  and  R3a,  bounded  by

response  to  the  Chin  case. 

Ebens  and  Nitz  waited  for 
Chin  outside  a  fast  food 
restaurant  and  attacked  him  with 
a  baseball  bat  when  he  came  out. 
After  a  futile  eight-hour  surgery 
on  his  head,  Chin  was  brain 
dead  and  died  after  he  was  taken 
off  life  support  systems.

The  Sampan  newspaper, 
which  started  from  an  in- 
house  newsletter  for  the 
Chinese  American  Civic 
Association,  has  reached  a 
new  milestone  by  entering  its 
15th  year  of  publication  this 
month. 

Although  the  newspaper 
has  always  had  an  erratic 
history,  it  has  consistently 
managed  to  grow  —  expan¬ 
ding  from  an  irregularly 
published  bulletin 
photocopied  on  typing  paper 
to  a  professional,  biweekly 
tabloid  newspaper. 

The  Sampan  is  the  only  bil¬ 
ingual  newspaper  published 
in  New  England  and,  more 
important,  the  only  Chinese 
newspaper  produced  in 
Massachusetts. 

The  nonprofit  newspaper 
has  sought  to  bring  objective, 


nonpartisan  news  and  infor¬ 
mation  to  the  Asian- 
American  community  and  to 
other  readers  interested  in 
Asian- American  affairs. 

According  to  recent 
surveys,  the  Sampan  found 
the  Chinese  section  of  the 
paper  is  more  widely  read 
than  its  English  section,  and 
as  a  result  will  be  distributed 

with  the  Chinese  section  on 
the  front.

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Letter  to  the  Editor 

Dear  Editor: 

Many  issues  have  been  raised 
by  the  community  regarding  the 
Affordable  Housing  Creation 
Project  that  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion  plans  to  do  in  partnership 
with  the  Perry-Jaymont  joint 
venture. 

Perhaps  the  best  way  to 
resolve  these  issues  is  to  take 
time  to  walk  through  the  process 
to  implement  the  project: 

1)  conceptualization  of  project; 

2)  site  analyses  and  design  con¬ 
cept;  3)  preliminary  financial 
feasibility  study;  4)  BRA  ten¬ 
tative  designation  of  site  (public 
hearing);  5)  approval  of  the 
housing  creation  proposal  by  the 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 
(public  hearing);  6)  BRA  design 
review  process  (design  con- 
cept/schematic/design 
development/  working 
drawings);  7)  Massachusetts 
Housing  Finance  Agency  ap¬ 
plication  (official  action 
status/SHARP  subsidy  applica¬ 
tion/mortgage  application);  8) 
BRA  final  designation;  9) 
building  permit  application/Zon- 
ing  Board  of  Appeal  (public 
hearing);  10)  BRA  land  disposi¬ 
tion  agreement;  11)  MHFA  loan 
closing;  12)  start  of  construc¬ 
tion. 


The  Neighborhood  Council’s 
involvement  is  not  listed  here  as 
a  single  step  as  it  is  intended  that 
the  council  will  be  involved  in 
the  project  planning  and 
development  throughout. 

We  were  informed  also  that 
the  BRA  and  the  Neighborhood 
Housing  Trust  will  retain  tight 
control  over  the  linkage  funds  as 
these  city  agencies  have  to  ap¬ 
prove  the  Housing  Creation 
Agreement  that  controls  the 
disbursement  of  funds  from  the 
Perry-Jaymont  contribution. 
Further,  these  agencies  will  also 
have  tight  control  over  the  use  of 
any  funds  that  may  be  generated 
from  the  future  housing  project. 

If  a  site  is  agreed  upon  by  the 
BRA  and  the  Neighborhood 
Council  today,  the  rest  of  the 
steps  to  contraction  start  will 
take  about  18  months,  provided 
SHARP  subsidy  is  available. 

Compensation  to  those  who 
will  actually  do  the  work  and  br¬ 
ing  the  CCBA  through  the  pro¬ 
cess  obviously  should  be  con¬ 
tingent  upon  the  length  of  the 
process,  die  amount  of  work,  the 
certainty  of  the  payment,  and  the 
timing  of  the  payment. 

It  is  difficult  to  respond  to  the 
compensation  question  fairly  at 
least  until  some  of  the  unknowns 
are  known.  Even  then,  it 
definitely  will  be  subject  to  the 
closest  public  scrutiny.

Agreement  is  signed 
for  housing  partnership 

An  agreement  to  create  affordable 
housing  in  Chinatown  was  signed  at  the 
China  Pearl  Restaurant  on  September  17 
by  the  Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Aisociation  and  Jaymont 
Properties/ A. W.  Perry,  joint  partners  of 
a  downtown  building  project. 

Jaymont/Perry,  developers  of  a  multi¬ 
million  dollar  office  building  at  125 
Summer  Street,  are  the  first  companies 
to  pledge  linkage  money  for  a  specific 
neighborhood  and  participate  in  creating 
housing  instead  of  placing  their  linkage 
payment  in  the  city's  Neighborhood 
Housing  Trust. 

The  $1 .38  million  linkage  contribution 
will  be  administered  by  the  new 
Jaymont/Perry /CCBA  Joint  Venture. 

“The  wisdom  of  these  two  teams  is 
establishing  Boston's  future,”  said 


Stephen  Coyle,  director  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority.  "We  hope 
this  is  the  beginning  of  joint  ventures 
between  Boston’s  neighborhoods  and  its 
developers." 

CCBA  President  Davis  Woo  added, 
"Spirits  are  high  within  the  Chinatown 
community.  We  are  anxious  to  create 
housing  as  soon  as  possible.” 


Professors  are  honored 

Two  professors  from  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
have  been  inducted  into  the  National 
Academy  of  Engineering,  located  in 
Washington,  D.C.  They  will  be  honored 
at  a  formal  ceremony  on  October  1  with 
74  other  scholars  from  around  the  U.S. 

Election  to  the  academy  is  considered 
the  highest  professional  distinction  con¬ 
ferred  to  engineers,  who  also  receive  a

Oak,  Washington,  and  Marginal 
streets,  and  the  SCM  Building, 
on  Washington  and  Herald 
streets. 

A  garage  on  the  Parcel 
R3/R3a  location  would  have  the 
greatest  impact  on  traffic  and 
noise  quality  in  the  area,  accor¬ 
ding  to  Vanasse/Hangen,  the 
traffic  consulting  company  hired 
by  NEMC  to  study  the  impact  of 
a  garage. 

Further,  they  said  a  garage  on 
the  SCM  Building  site  would  be 
a  difficult  building  to  construct, 
creating  disturbances  in  local 
traffic  and  offering  poor 
pedestrian  access  to  the  medical 
center  since  the  site  is  the  far¬ 
thest  from  the  complex. 

The  NEMC  is  therefore  favor¬ 
ing  the  Oak,  Washingston,  and 
Nassau  streets  location.  A 
garage  in  that  location  would 
have  the  best  pedestrian  access 
to  the  medical  center.  And,  ac¬ 
cording  to  NEMC  officials,  the 
traffic  flow  for  the  garage  would 
be  confined  to  Washington 
Street. 

“There  shouldn’t  be  any  fun¬ 
damental  change  on  the  volume 
of  traffic  in  the  area  of  study,” 
said  Bill  Scully  of 
Vanasse/Hangen  to  the 
Neighorhood  Council,  which 
expressed  doubts  about  his 
assessment. 

The  NEMC  has  offered  to 
build  a  new  YMCA  for 
Chinatown  in  the  parking  garage 
on  Oak,  Washington,  and 
Nassau  streets.  The  Y  would  oc¬ 
cupy  the  first  and  basement 
floors  of  the  garage  with  ad¬ 
ministrative  offices,  health 
facilities,  and  a  basketball  court. 
In  addition  NEMC  has  proposed 
to  build  a  glass-enclosed  swim¬ 
ming  pool  on  the  roof  of  the 
garage. 

If  the  medical  center  is  forced 
to  build  on  another  site, 
however,  the  money  earmarked 
for  a  community  project  for 
Chinatown  would  be  trimmed 
down,  said  Ann  Levine,  NEMC 
manager  of  government  rela¬ 
tions,  leaving  fewer  dollars  to 
construct  a  new  YMCA. 

Levine  said  NEMC  owns 
some  of  the  land  around  the 
Nassau  Street  site.  But  if  it 
builds  elsewhere,  it  will  have  to 
dole  out  money  to  purchase  new 
land.  Such  an  expense  would  cut 
into  the  cost  of  the  $9  million 
garage  and,  subsequently,  the 
$500,000  portion  that  is  pledged 
for  Chinatown. 

Because  of  this  dilemma, 
Levine  said  it  is  unlike  NEMC 
will  consider  building  a  new 
YMCA  in  the  other  two  propos¬ 
ed  sites. 

Meanwhile,  Levine  said  the 
YMCA  project  simply  remains 
as  a  proposal  since  NEMC  is 
continuing  to  look  at  alternate 
community  projects  for 
Chinatown.

Ong  discusses  resignation 


About  70  members  of  the 
Greater  Boston  Golden  Age 
Center  crowded  into  the 
Brighton  office  of  the  elderly 
care  facility  to  hear  social 
worker  Lay-lee  Ong  talk  about 
her  resignation  from  the  Golden 
Age  Center. 

Ong  departed  the  Golden  Age 
Center  last  August  after  a 
dispute  with  the  Golden  Age 
Center’s  executive  director, 
Ruth  Moy.  The  resignation  of 
Ong,  a  highly  popular  social 
worker  who  coordinated  the 
Brighton  facility,  caused  a  furor 


among  the  elderly  members  of 
the  Age  Center  who  were 
outraged  that  Ong  was  apparent¬ 
ly  being  forced  out  of  her  job. 

Ong  spoke  to  a  gathering  of 
Golden  Age  Center  members 
last  Friday  to  clarify  some  of  the 
questions  about  her  resignation. 

The  former  social  worker  said 
she  asked  for  a  four-week  leave 
of  absence  because  of  health 
reasons  last  July.  After  that  re¬ 
quest,  Ong  said  she  was  en¬ 
couraged  to  quit  altogether.

At  the  last  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  meeting 
(9/15/86),  the  New  England 
Medical  Center  (NEMC)  once 
again  proposed  a  garage  facility 
to  serve  their  employees’  park¬ 
ing  needs.  This  750-850  car 
garage  would  consume  200 
square  feet  on  the  borders  of 
Oak  Street,  Washington  Street 
and  Nassau  Street,  and  would  be 
eight  stories  high. 

This  proposal  concerns  all 
members  of  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  and  demands  our  atten¬ 
tion  at  this  time.  Some  reasons 
to  oppose  and  to  voice  our  op¬ 
position  follow: 

Negative  Effects  on  Lighting, 
Air/Noise  Quality,  and 
Temperature:  The  height  and 
mass  of  this  proposed  facility 
would  be  the  largest  in  this  area. 
It  is  fair  to  assume  that  such  a 
massive  structure  would  impact 
tremendously  the  quality  of  life 
for  the  residents  of  Oak  Street, 
the  34  Oak  Street  site  which 
houses  the  Acorn  Day  Care 
Center,  and  the  clients  of  the 
Quincy  School  building. 

Public  Sqfety  Concerns:  A 
study  conducted  (by 
Vanesse/Hangen)  shows  that  the 
peak  traffic  hours  on 
Washington  Street  are  from  six 
to  nine  each  morning,  and  again 
from  the  mid-afternoon  to  even¬ 
ing  (based  on  work  shifts).  Not 
only  would  the  number  of  cars 
travelling  down  Washington 
Street  increase  by  the  hundreds 
during  peak  hours,  but  there  is 
the  possibility  that  cars  would 
also  be  backed  up  in  the  street 
while  waiting  to  be  admitted  into 
the  garage.

Washington/Oak  Street  intersec¬ 
tion  is  one  of  the  busiest  and  also 
most  vulnerable  in  terms  of 
public  safety  issues.  The  Quincy 
School  houses  1)  a  public  school, 
2)  a  community  school  pro¬ 
viding  numerous  services  and 
educational  programs,  3)  a 
health  center,  4)  a  recreational 
facility,  and  5)  the  Quincy 
Tower  apartments.  The  number 
of  people  entering  and  exiting 
from  the  building  throughout  the 
day  is  in  the  hundreds,  including 
children,  elderly  and  families. 
The  health  Center  alone  serves 
an  average  of  250  per  day. 

It  is  obvious  that  an  additional 
garage  would  first  create  traffic 
problems  and  in  turn  create 
serious  public  safety  issues  for 
Chinatown  residents  and 
workers.  (The  MBTA  is  also 
proposing  the  new  South  Cove 
Orange  Line  T  station  be  served 
by  buses  or  light  rail  vehicles  via 
Washington  Street  —  another 
potential  public  safety  issue.) 

In  addition  to  these  two  very 
obvious  reasons  for  opposing 
this  development,  NEMC  has 
admitted  that  there  are  no 
benefits  for  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  other  than  giving  free 
space  to  the  YMCA.  It  was  also 
clear  from  their  presentation  that 
the  YMCA  would  not  be  sub¬ 
sidized  to  increase  community 

access  to  its  services  or 

facilities. 

As  a  Council  member,  I  was 
outraged  to  hear  representatives 
of  NEMC  admit  that  they  were 
essentially  stealing  precious  land 
from  our  community  without 
blinking  an  eye.  It’s  clear  that 
we  need  to  be  not  just  critical  of 
their  expansion  plans,  but  to  ag¬ 
gressively  inform  the  communi¬ 
ty  about  tiie  consequences  and  to 
adamantly  op¬ 
pose  it  each 
time  it’s  pro¬ 
posed. 

Ever  since 
the  1950s, 
Tufts/NEMC 
has  persisted  in 
its  demands  of 
taking 
Chinatown’s 
rightful  land.  In 
the  past  thirty 
years,  we  have 
lost  residential 
space,  office 
space  and  in¬ 
dustrial  space 
because  of  the 
medical 
center’s 
development.  If 
we  don’t  fight 
to  keep  those 
free  remaining 
parcels  of  land, 
Chinatown  may 
cease  to  exist 
and  become  a 
community  of 
the  past.
